Public attention during the past week focused exclusively on financial affairs. 
The Saudi budget for the fiscal year 1379-1380 was published on schedule on 
January 1, 1960 which coincides with the first day of the Moslem fiscal year. The 
budget balanced income and expenditures at SR 1, 637, 500,000 or SR 227, 500, O00; qjnore 
than last year's budget total. As in the past the major sources of income are’ from 
oil royalties and income taxes on oil production. The major categories of expendi= 
ture-in order of size are the royal family, defense, education, interiors-,communi- 


pees

On January , the Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency. announced a new gold ‘parity rate 
for the Saudi riyal and stated its readiness to sell dollars at ho5 riyaks pér lU. Se 
dollar. This was an appreciation of the free market rate of the riyal witich had 
stood for some months at le75 per dollar. .The: former official rate of 3e 75 waels per-- 
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dollar was abolished with the result that SAG riyal income from oil production 
Will be increased by 232,500,000 (included in budget figure). (UNCLASSIFIED) 


An additional financial decree made the riyal a decimal currency by dividing 
it into 20 instead of 22 girshes and dividing each girsh into 5 hallais. 
(UNCLASSIFIED) 


Other decrees: 1) announced full gold and hard currency coverage for the 
riyal, 2) abolished trade and monetary restrictions, and 3) provided "import aid" 
(subsidy) for essential imports. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: The promulgation of the new budget has made a generally good impression 
although certain elements among the merchant population are skeptical that it bears 
much relation to reality. The revaluation of the riyal, however, has met with 
criticism from merchants and foreign employees who remit much of their salaries 
abroad. There is uncertainty as to its effect on future prices. Government employ~ 
ees seem generally to feel it was a sound measures (OFFICIAL US ONIX) 


An increase of 12 million riyals in the amount allocated to the royal family 


may be a sop to King Saud's desires for freer access to state funds or may merely 
represent acknowledgement of the family's prolificity.

Development 


A recently appointed member of the royal diwan told an Enoassy officer there 
is currently little evidence of progress toward economic development and governmental 
reform in Saudi Arabia. The government is unlikely to initiate any new development 
projects this year because the sums allocated for development in the new budget are 
sufficient only to carry forward projects already underway. Governmental reform is 
discussed, but no concrete steps are veing taken to achieve it. * (CONFIDENTIAL) 


Comment: A member of the royal diwan would be unlikely to praise Prince 
Faisal's programs, but the characteristic deliberation of the Crown Prince and his 
reluctance to delegate autiority lend credence to the statement. (CONFIDENTIAL)

1. Press Welcomes King Mohammed V of Morocco 


King Mohammed V's arrival in Riyadh on January 19 was the occasion for the 
most enthusiastic press reception given to any visitor to Saudi Arabia in the past 
few years. Al-Bilad put out 4 special issue with color photographs for the event. 
Editorials anticipated that his meeting with King Saud would have positive results 
in strengthening and uniting the Arabs against imperialism. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


2. fl-Qassim Newspaper Established 


Al-Qassim (Northern WNajd) has for the first time produced a regular newspaper 
of the same name, published weekly in Buraida, the most active city of the area. 
Calling itself an agricultural, commercial, cultural, and social newspaper, it pub- 
lishes no international news, but concentrates on issues of interest to central 
Saudi Arabia, including requests for roads, telephone communications, and complaints 
that Radio Mecca, for example, is staffed largely by Hejazis and fails to report 
adequately. on events in central Arabia. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


Comment: Almost certainly operating with a sizeable government subsidy, the 
newspaper enables the Al-Qassim area for the first time to voice regularly its 
opinion. Its establishment is in line with government policy announced in January 
1959 that each area have a single good newspaper. (UNCLASSIFIED) 


3. Chief Qadi of the Hejaz Criticizes al-~Azhar Ulema 


In a three~column front-page criticism of the celebration of unorthodox re~ 
ligious holidays (the Prophet's wife's birthday, the death of Hussein, etc.) the 
Chief Qadi of the Hejaz, Shaikh Hasan ibn Abdullah Al Shaikh, accused the al-Azhar 
ulema of laxness in tolerating such practices. (UNCLASSIFED) ©

proclaimed this as proof that a f eeling of humanity still existed in the Kingdome 
The opinion of the ulema on this type of operation was requested.

(1) the need to unite Arab ranks and increase Arab cooperation to protect 
the independence of the Arab states; 


(2) increasing cooperative efforts in support cf the brother Algerian 
people in their struggle for freedom, 


(3) restoration of Arab Palestine to its rightful inhabitants, 


(4) continuous efforts to liberate those parts of the great Arad nation 
Still vnder colonialist dominationy 


(5) confirmation of the Norocean nature of Mauretania and of the right of 
the Mauretanian people to self-determination, 


(6) the necessity of all Arab states! working together to strengthen the 
Arab League as an effective means of securing Arab goals and of build- 
ing international peace, and 


(7) having a treaty of friendship and brotherhood signed later in Rabat.

Algerians until they gained their independence; (3) all true Arabs were trying to
